Other figures give in detail what Charles A. Comiskey, owner 
of the White Sox, paid; what William B. Lloyd, millionaire so­ 
cialist, paid; what Col. A. A. Sprague, Democratic candidate for 
the senate, and Charles A. Pietz, former chairman of the United 
States Shipping Board, paid. 
We don’t pay much of an income tax and in view that publica­ 
tion of figures may involve trouble all around, plus a fine imposed 
or a jail sentence, we are chary in giving out the information to 
show just what each of the individuals named above has paid in 
the way of an income tax. 
We deem it safer to wait until the 
coast is clear before publishing statistics which may carry a 
flareup or back fire.

Because of the number of strang­ 
ely canvassing from house to house 
In Brainerd, J. E. O’Brien, of die 
Northern 
Home 
Furnishing 
Com­ 
pany, has been making an effort to 
And some means of protecting local 
citizens, especially from those solici­ 
tors who may be selling or taking 
orders for worthless merchandise. 


Mr. O’Brien learned that the city 
of Portland. Oregon, 
has an ideal 
city ordinance covering the solici­ 
tors and canvassers working there, 
and so wrote to the city clerk for a 
copy of that ordinance, which was 
very 
courteously 
furnished. 
Thin 
ordinance provides that a bond be 
furnished by solicitors before th. y 
begin 
their activities in the city. 
The Portland ordinace is short and 
to the point, and Mr. O’Brien has 
asked that the Dispatch prifit a por­ 
tion of it, which is given as fob 
lows: 


Section I. Definition. 
A solicitor 
is defined to be any person who goes 
from house to house or from place 
to place in the city, selling or taking 
orders for. or offering to Bell or tak*? 
orders (or goods, wares or merchar- 
dise or any article for future de­ 
livery, or for services to be perform­ 
ed in the future, or for the making, 
m anufacturing or repairing of any 
article 
or 
thing 
whatsoever 
for 
future delivery, provided, that this 
article shall apply only to solicitor.! 
who demand, accept or receive pay­ 
ment or deposit of money in advan<•<? 
of final delivery, 


Set Hon 2. License. 
It shall be un­ 
lawful for any person to act as a 
solicitor within the meaning and ap­ 
plication of this article without first 
securing a license from the Bureau 
of Licenses so to do. 


Section 3. Application-Bond. 
Any 
p rson desiring a license to engage 
as a solicitor within the city of Port­ 
land, shall make application there­ 
for to the Bureau of Licenses, on 
forms to be provided, stating the 
name and address of the applicant, 
the name and address of the person, 
firm or corporation which he repre­ 
sents, and the kind of goods offered 
for sale, or the* kind of services to b** 
performed. 
Such 
application 
sh ill 
be accompanied by a bond in the 
penal sum of $500 executed by 
.1 
surety company or by two responsible 
freeholder* residing in the city of
